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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new issues include modifying the location of the blowhole from the wall to the sidewall further limits the 
scope of the claim which resuires further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the blowhole of Hasegawa is 
in the end of the tube and not in a wall thereof. The blowhole is in the end wall in the end of the tube. The tube has an end surface that 
has a hole in it. The tube could be formed with an end wall and the hole was formed out of the end wall. This is merely a method step of 
forming a hole. The blowhole of Hasegawa is in a tube that extends from the suction head just as does applicant's. 

Applicant argues that Hasegawa's method is done for a contact lens. While Hasegawa teaches shaping the cornea is for applying a 
contact lens, the method reshapes the cornea "so that rays from a far point or from a near point are properly focused on the retina 4", 
paragraph 47. So the method includes correcting myopia because the cornea is shaped "so that rays from a far point ...are properly 
focused on the retina." . 
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
